Thes2 considerations, ars how- 
ever, vary largely quatifiad by} 
the attendsnt circumstances. 
Respecting military operations, 
these wau'd have been the 
outcome if Japan had carried 
out the propasal cf handing 
the supplies over to the Soviets, 
or even if these supplies had 
not existed; indeed, fighting 
thas started. Tho Saviets, an the 
one hand, wish to acqoire the 
Maritine Province; while, on 
the other band, the Government 
of that territory are seeking 
to’oust some Soviet troops from 
the borders of the Province. If 
Japan had handed over the 
ammunition to the. Soviets, it 
would simply have meant that 
the Reds would have been that 
much more formidable. 

So much for tba position as 
between Reds and Whites. There 
is, however, a double factor be- 
yond this, and.on beth its sides 
it affects Chins closely. If the 
supplies are handed over to the 
Soviets, these will obtain a new

Kowloon Hospital. - _ 

Kowleon will co dougt .get its 
hospital eve vuy Bat ive a long 
tinve in comiag. We believa we 
are right in saying that it was 
some two years aco that the site 
was selected. yet it is only now 
that tenders are being called for. 
Up to date, the only work 
accomplished hag béen in con- 
nection with the preparation of 
the site. not a single bit of actual 
construction work having been 
done. How tong it will ba before 
the hospital will be able to take 
patiests we should not care to 
32y. The Covernment’s excuse 
for its inaction is thas delays 
have ‘been caused owing to an 
alteration in the level of the site 
and owing also to the" geneval 
development of the locality in 
which the hospital is to be locst- 
ed. Butit is pertinent to point 
out that the amount set aside in 
the Budget tor 1923 is less than 
the sum which has already 
haen spent in site preparation. 
That does not lock as if apy great 
Progress is to ba immadiately 
made. What the authorities donot 
appear to realise is the urgency 
of this matter. If they took pains 
to esquire the number of admis- 
sions inte Hongkong hospitals of 
Europzacs from Kowloon in a 
year, their eyes would probably 
be opened to the nacessity ‘of 
promp: action. -The Unoficials 
will probably. have somethiog to 
say on this question at Thors- 
days’ meeting of the Legislative 
Council, and we hops that, as a 
result thereof, there will b2 an ap 
precisbie speeding up of this 
undertaking. 


Our Finances. ° 


When the Budget was in- 
trodoced, H. E the Officer Ad- 
ministering the Government sug- 
gested the possibility that tho. 
credit balance at the end of the 
present year might be bigger 
than had heen estimated as likely. 
We shouldthins the possibility will 
ba transformed into an actuality, 
judJging by the growth of the 
balance as .indicated- in the 
monthly statements issued by the 
Treasury. The latest of these, 
taking us up to Joly 3kat., shows 
thaton that date the amount to 
the good had grown to consider- 
ably over ten million dollions, 
the total revenue for the first 
seven months of the yoar being 
some four millians above that of 
the same period in 1921. “True, 
expenditure also shows ,an in- 
crease, bat not ia anything like 
the same ratio. It would be in- 
teresting to know what the exast 
balance of assets over lisbilities 
is at the present moment. Inoany 
cane, it is quite apparent that the 
Colony’s finances are in a distinct. 
ly healthy condition, snd: imat- 
much as the cost of some of the 
big pénding undertakings may be 
met by loans, the query oaturally. 
atises whether it would not bave 
baen possible to have remitted
